1.  8/8/15:  56yom  staying  in  a cabin  near  river.  Stored  hen  eggs  in  a bucket  in  the  river  to 
keep  them  cool.  Bucket  water  supposedly  clear.  Ate  the  eggs  on  the  7th  (1  day  after  spill)  and 
presented  to  ED  on  8th  w/  complaints  of  diarrhea  tinged  w / blood  (also  has  h/o  hemorrhoids).  No 
labs/tests  done. 

2.  8/9/15:  3 children  aged  8,  10,  and  13  were  taken  to  river  to  observe  the  spill.  They 
played  in  the  water  and  later  ate  dinner  w/o  washing  hands  first.  Per  father,  they  still  had  some 
water  on  their  hands  when  they  ate.  All  kids  were  ASX  at  time  of  call.  No  labs/tests 
recommended.
